Book of Rules Will Require Them 
to Stand in Crowded Street 
Cars. 


That “No member of the police depart- 
ment, in uniform, while riding on a street 
car or passenger train, shall keep a seat in 
such car_or train while any one is obliged 
to stand for lack of a seat,“ is one of the 
rules contained in the new book of regula- 
tions which Chief.
